AN EMBEZZLINQ 
POSTMAS-

Isaac Alexander, Ex-Postmas- 
ter of Albion, Accused of the 
Embezzlement of Govern- 
ment Funds-He Will Be 
Arrested To-Morrow 
by Deputy Marshal 
Hayden. 


Since Saturday THB SENTINEL has 
been in possession of the fact that 
something has been brewing in United 
States criminal matters here. 
From 
a source which, though not official, 
yet is reliable, we learn that on last 
Saturday, Special Agent Bearss, of 
the postofflce department, filed an af- 
fidavit before United Siates Commis- 
sioner Harper, charging Isaac Alex- 
der, ex-postmaster at AllHon, Noble 
county, with the embezzlement of 
$375, money belonging to the govern- 
ment. 
United States Deputy Mar- 
shal J. W. Hayden, who haa the war- 
rant, leaves to night or to-morrow to 
arrest Alexander, who is ill and con- 
flbed to his bed. 


Alexander was discharged from his 
position as postmaster last January on 
account of his inefficiency caused by 
his addiction to opium and liqu(». It 
was then suspected by the govern- 
ment authorities that Alexander's 
accounts were not altogether satisfac- 
tory and a special ageni of the depart- 
ment was put at work to investigate 
the case 
with 
the result 
above 
detailed. 


Mr. Alexander was an old soldier 
and has hitherto borne a good charac- 
ter for honesty though he has led a 
dissipated life. The blow will come 
hard as he has a wife and large family 
of children. 


Alexander will be brought here to- 
morrow and have his preliminary 
examination before U. 8. Commis- 
sioner Harper. It is believed that the 
prisoner will not be able to secure 
bail.
